CAMPBELL, KEHOE AND SLATTERY.

Personal Traits and Characteris¬
tics of the Murderers.

I'ottsvillk, Pa., June 18, 187T.
In three days Irom the date ol this letter ten men

.ill be executod in Ibis and an adjoining county for
criincs which, if not Identical, were no closely allied in
Iho means used and ibe uieuetuployed lor their pcrpeira-
tlon that they can only be regarded as purls ol the samo
ofleuca. On Thursday morning these murderers will
be brought from thtir culls in pairs and banned by the
ao< k until tbay aro dead, within hearing aud utmost
within slglu ol other men uwatiing n llko doom or

icrviug out terms of Imprisonment at labor tor partici¬
pating in the same oflcnces. In nil the annals ofcrmc
Ihore uover. wua a conspiracy so widespread, no gen¬
eral or to long continued, and yet one cannot but luel

Eurprisod at tlio uieagrenejs ol the number ol persons
engaged in it with any positive knowledge ol
tlis purpo&os of the organization or actual sbaro in
Us direction. A few crimes embrace nearly all iho

conspirators under whoso manipulations the outrages
were committed, and the men engaged in them have
been so thoroughly Identified that a pen picture of all the
leading Molly Mairuires becomes almost as easy as "roll-
lug oil a log." At Mauch Chunk Jail aro Ave prisoners
in whom a great dual ol interest centres.Thomas P.
Kisher, the county delegate ol Carbon county, con¬

victed ol tho niurdc* of Lingdon, but not yet sen¬

tenced; ''Yellow Jack" Donobue, who killed Powell;
Alexander Campbell, who incited and plauued the
usbassinatiou ot both Jones and Powell, aud Michael J.

Doyle aud Kd«rard Kelly who directed the fatal shots
Milch felled John P. Jones In his tracks. O! those the
four last nainod are to bo executed by Sheriff Uaudon-
bush on Thursday. In the Jail at this placo aro seven

couvicted murderers.Jack Kohoe, tho county dele¬

gate of Schuylkill county, who might have
boon convicted ot nearly every crime committed
In tho anthracite reglous sinoo 1873; Thomas Munloy,
who assisted in tho murder ot Sanger, and McUeebau,
lloyle, Dully, Carroll aud Koarlty, the Yost murderers.
Of these the six last named will bo executed by Sheriff
Werner simultaneously with the oxecutlon of the
Carbon county murderers. Tho repetition of ull tboso
names seems necessary, that the dramatU ptrtona ol
tho bloody drama enacted In the coal regions during
tbo last ten years may be Indelibly llxod on the mind
ol the reader before the eurtaln falls upon tho last sad
scene of all, and It is the purpose ol this latter, bo-
sides, to give a glimpse of the minor character actors
In a melodrama so startling that tho wildest Imagina¬
tion ol tho Bowery stago has never found its parullel.

THE CAR HON COUNTY TYPKH.
The personal characteristics of a murderer always

possess a romantic Interest, wnich to Ices color from
tho uaturo of his crimo. lu the case ol these "Molly
Jlaguiros)" It Is a mingled reel Ins of mystery and terror
which takes possession of tho mind. When I walked
through the Jail and visited tho cells of tho prlsuuers
at Mauch Chunk this leollng exerted its power over mo

with singular force and distinctness. As I sat down In
Campbell's apartment and heard him pour out assevora-
tlons ot his innoccnce I could not hoip sympathizing
with him In his extremity and almost persuaded rav-
Bcll to believe in his truthlulness It Is no wonder
Alexander Campbell exerted so much iufluenco among
the young men who thought It a hurolc thing to com¬
mit crime In tho name of "Molly Mugulre. " There is
a fascination about him even in prison, with the
shadow ol the gallows hanging over him. In his own

falouu he must have boon n power which louna it easy
to command tho reckless spirits of the mountains and
the mines. Tall and straight, slight but sinewy, dark
In lialr and eyes and coinpltxiou, but sallow Irom con-

(Inoinent and almost gaunt from sullorlnj; cunning,
unscrupulous, grasping and ambitious, not even
the clung of his chulns could rob his voice
of its sytnpitliotic chords as ho mournfully exclaimed,
"I am Innocent and 1 will provo it In my last hour."
In marked contrast to this man is Thomas 1*. Fisher,
the real chiel ol the Ordor in Carbou county. As bo
stood trembling bolore me and seemed aimlessly reach¬
ing out as if to clutch at hope In the dim unc«rtainties,
be was a bundle of tho most abject misery 1 ever saw.
,Vo longer young, not diminutive, and yet contemptible
In figure, without a gleam of intellect in hi* coun¬
tenance, sneaking, cowardly and crucl, such was tho
mental ptioiogruph I made oi him in my few moments
ol conversation with him. Again, In marked contrast
to both ol tlieso Is ' Yellow Jack" Donohue. The others
rrarcely ioi<k like criminals, but "Yellow Jack" is my
beau ideal of a murderer. As I looked nt him 1 could
utmost laucy 1 heard bim saying to Chris Donnelly lu
Michael C.ark's aaloon, "We of this side the mouuialu
ire tnanklul to ye beyant the mountain, but lor the
present wu can attend me alfair ouracl's." Dark, suilun,
cold, bloody, relentless.without love lor his kind, pity
lor bis victims or regret tor hm crimes, not tearing
(iod, and y-t In mortal terror ol the dreadful mystory
beyond the gruve, he is not simply a felou. but a llend.
Tlie.two boys wiio shot Jones.Kelly anil Doyle.are
unlike uuy oue of these and unlike each other. Kelly is
vouu).', mi,ill, almost iragtle and seemingly Idiotic,
Doy lu is a low years older, of good size and llguru,
commanding in appearance, open in cuun'.chunce and
guneious in disposition. Both were ol good character,
were regarded us amiable and kind tiearicd, had been
well brought up and wuro not known to indulge in dis¬
sipations of any kind. They had no personal reasons
tor killing Jouos, and did it only because Jorry Kuno,
the hod.vina-ter at Mount l.afloo, detailed them lor tlio
purpose, Doyle even maune-tUng so tuuuii enthusiasm
in,it he volunteered to toko auoiher man's place in tho
perlurmauce pf wliut he evidently regarded as a duly,
these contrasts, «o marked in lace, m ligure, in char¬
acter and ui impulses, snow oi wliut discordant ele¬
ments the "Molly Maguires" were composed, ami only
incrcaso the wouder winch attaches to their crimes
m l the history of the organization.

The Yost murderers «ru a common-looking lot

enouch. Intellectually, McUeehan, who llrud the fatal
shot, I-the best mun in tbe unlortunate quiutot. Ho
is uneducated, coarse nod brutal, out neitner drunken
nor proline, and, ullbough be dues not look like a
rrimmal, bis appearance shows him a determined
hater and ruthless in his hale, stopping at uotning to
encompass revenge, and tree from either remorse or
Etiuine. Young .mil ambitious, he knew it was not u
heroic thing he was doing, but lo him bis act was not
bo much a crime as uc important and ro.-pouMble un¬
dertaking, which would bring linn all the in ire credit
II it was done Allh neatness and desp itob. Hoyle, Ins
assoeinte, was young, careless, without amintiun and
waln ut u tliougnt loyond tbe whiskey in Jimmy Ker¬
rigan's iiotlte. Dully, who hud insulated the crime, is
older than either ol the others, and, if not more
daring, mure reckless and quarrelsome. He was even
more revchgolul tliun McOeebau, ami witn less reason.
Dark, strong iu build, heavy in leaturo aud luokiug
liko a Spaniard, a stranger would not cure to encounter
Thomas Oufly on a lonely road on a dark night any-
Where, aud It may well l»u conceived thai in the coal
regioni, at a time of internal disorder and conllici mi u
as existed in 1874."76, he would . lie a very bo.d or a
very reckless mun who would dare to often i him. lie
traucdy which ensued is tbe best il.ustration of his
character. Klve men are to be hanged on Thursday
because rolicutusn Yost put Thomas Dully hi the
lockup at Tamaqua.

Hit features are bold, open
aud apt arenllv frank. fcven In prison, with condom lied
men ull round bim and his own iaie impending over
bun, bo swears wati a Icrce ami volubility tbut give
btin un air ol sincerity. liis determination is Very
great, bis selfishness supreme, bia disregard ol human
hie inconc ivuii.e aud appalling. in action such u
character woulu not only lie regarded as unnatural but
Impossible. Plausible inaduiess, bouudiess nt auibl-
lion, cruet in deposition, reckless in tbe use ol power
und proud ol bis achievements. be was ready to dare
and to do anything to encompass success. He made
no secret ol 1110 lact that be was county delegate
ol tbe order ol Anciont Hiberniuus, and while be
talked of ibe crimes of tbo "Molly Maguires" with
deep regret iio extolled me virtue' and tbe history ot bis
owu <>r,an izauon. An inuueudo lUiu tliero was auy-
tiling in common between mem be would regent witb
tbe great st show ol indignation. And yet .loOn Keboo
bad plotted aud planued more murders tban Alexan¬
der Campbell, aud his crane- were more numerous, as
bis Itiflueuce lor evil was greater. Jle counselled tbu
assassination ol tho Majors; be inspired ibe uttompt
upon the lilc ot "Bully Bill;" be was willing and tveu
anxious to r.-war l Tom Hurley lor tbo murder ol Unmer
Juraes; people associated bis name witb ibe murder ol
(i wittier and the uttemptcd murder ol K les; Uo was
ludicted along with Neil Onugherty mid others for tbo
murder ol Luugdou. and twn e convicted ol complicity
iu murder, lie is now uuuer seuteuce ol death lor
murder in the first degree. A more terrible monster
is not Known in all the an mils uf crime, and it would
require the penot Ue Quuicey to depict bis uiurdeib in
all their sbocktug, cold b.imded and sturtltug reality.

TWO UUMARKAIILK TYPKS.
When I bad made the tour ol tho Koitpvtllo Jail lor

tbe llrsi lime 1 suddeuly oauie upou a benevolent look-
tng man iu oue of tho corridors whom it was my first
Impulse to roiturd as a priest He was sbort, th;ck set,
stout aud cloieiy shavcu. Within tlie open cell behind
him was a man exactly bis counterpart.tail, raw
boned, angular and with showy side whiskers. Ibe
one was John J. Sslatlery, whose euse has excited so
much sympathy, and the other ibe celebrated ".Mud"
l.uwler, whom it Is impossible to deter imue wnether be
w as the victim nt tbe "Molly Magutre" organization or
bis owu sell-suUlolent stupidity. Both bave been con¬
victed o> complicity In murder uud botii ure "squeal¬
ers," Lawler was the man who Imiueted Mcl'urlun,
alias HcKcubr, into ibo order, and tliut was a blunder
that ongbi to secure tmu Immunity lor bis otbor
Crimea in the eye ol tbo law. Scnteucu baa
uoi yet beon pronounced upou turn, and as he wus
ouly an uccesyory after tbe laot In the murders
ot dauger snJ tren it is be presumed lie will not bo
very severely pun isbed. Slatiery is iu an almost similar
situation, but ins nnsloruinu bus been more gcuerully
regarded. Ue is nearly sixty \ ears ot age; ail bis life
he had been respected t>y all who knew nlin; by in¬

telligence and industry aud tbrilt be bad accumulated
quite u little loriuue; tu bis own township ho was a
school director, und one of the very best tu the county;
be narrowly escaped being on tbo b> nch us uu associate
justi. e ut tbe very time that his co-conspirators cauio
on tor trial; tu all respects bo wus euniled lo
credit aud esteem except In the one.thai In
an evil bour bo h»d allowed bimsell to be
enticed luto tbo "Molly Maguiro" Order, aud
so wus drugged dowu lo perdition and dishonor.
Uo went luto tbo society innocently, It is claimed, uot
Knowing its cbaructer und aims, but beiieviug them to
be guod. Once in be touiid it impossible to retrou'.
tie wus compelled to deliberate upuu aud help
to jtlaii murder, it not actnully to participate iu it. In
a little wliile he was suspected ol conveying warnings
to bis mends and expelled, f rom thai moment Ins
owu ilte was in danger iroin tbe lurking assassin. He
did not dare to go out or even to close the blinds ol his
own bouse. His lite was miserable, living a.ways in
ibe luco ol certain death, aud be was uuxious to get
back ag'tio into the Order us Ins only protection.
When be did get back "Yellow Jack" Donoliuo con¬
temptuously selected birn to share in the very assas-
siuution lie wus charged with roveullng, aud bo paid
$6 10 uuothor to take Ills placo. He was arrested and
tried, aud told bis sad story.one ol tbe saddest iti tbo
history ol orguuized crime.

Tbe so ure only the principal figures of ibe bloody

drama, the "juvetil.os" und "heavies," witb Jack
Kubuu as "leading muu," aud McKennu in me "onar-
acter" part. It would bo impossible to give the names
ol all ot thorn without cutigolling olio's brains tor a
loug time or comploiely searching tbu recorus; but, as
in u jiluy the superiiuuierailes are not named, out are
set dowu as lords aud getulottieu; uo 1 snail let these
knights of "Molly Muguire" bo miuiolesM. One or two,
however, deserve particular memuou. Chris Dou-
noily, tbo county treusurcr, and now making shoes
lor the county; Ilenis F. Canning, n common lellow,
wno couldn't stay at bomr in Northumberluud because
be wus county delogate aud only succeeded Iu sncuriug
similar empioymeut In Schuylkill; Youug Frank Mo-
llugli, only nineteen years ot uge, who, utter Kerrigan,
was tbu first to confess and bus since
been discharged; Mike O'Urien, who was bad
enough lo employ a boy like ibis in bis ruiblcss
work; Ned Motiughan, who took such an active inter¬
est Iu getting McKenna dowu on bl( "prayer bones''
when tbe "neopnyio" was initiated by l.uwler, und
Neil Oougberty, concerned in tbe murder ot l.ungdou
lourteeu years ago. These urc tbo men who not ouly
dirtcted tho action ol tbe "Molly Magnire" organiza¬
tion, but did most ol tbo work.barring a lew, Tom
ituney, Jerry Kune, James Mutilator and some otbors
who escaped. and outside ol these nobody in Schuyl¬
kill or Carbon county, whether Catholic or Protest¬
ant, Irish, Kuflisu, Welsh or American, knew what
was going on In tbu mysterious Order.

THE DISPUTE ALOUT THE PASTORATE OP THE
COLORED METHODIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH IN

WEST THIRTIETH STREET.
On last Saturday Daniel I. Puesley, steward In the

Airicau Methodist Episcopal Church In West Thirtieth
street, between Sixth and Seventh avooues, was ar-

raiguod tu Jellcr.sou Market Court on a charge ol hav¬
ing assaulted bis pastor, the Kev. I'erry Hopkins. The
cause ol the trouble, as elicited on examina¬
tion, was that Mr. Pugsley did not rocog-
nlzc tbe Ilev. Terry Hopkins as the rigbtlul
abopbord ol tlio (luck, and had loclcod tbe ctiurch and
barred him out last Friday nl|lu and would not allow
him to bold the usual prayer meeting. The cause was
argued beiore J uugo Waudell on r*aturuay, the Kov.
Mr. Hopkins contending, to use hi* own worus, ttiat
he held "'tlio pastorial of tbls church by tbe 'poiut.
meut ol the coulureuce wbicu was hold in Newark,
Del., ou the 3d ol May, lb77." Pugsley couieuded that
he was tho steward ol tho church, and that tor two
year» past Hopkins had laileu to do any duty except
collect money, and that Hrutber John«..n occupied
tbe puipil.
Judge Wandell, who Is looked upou as an authority

in mutters appertaining to the Methodist Church, de¬
clared that uo Methodist church bad a legal or ecclesl.
asticil right to ruject a preacher regularly appointed
by tho Coulerence; hut he advised that the mutter
fchoulU l>o subnntleu to arbitramunl, and lor that pur
pose a meeting ol tbo more prominent member* ol the
congregation was held iu tbo olliuu ol Counsellor
Churlori A. ij oldie yesteruay alierucon. There
wns quite a gathering ol Hie clod, uhd
both parties were represented by counsel. Mr.
Uoldio lor oteward Pugslay, and Mr. Russell lor the
Kev. I'erry Uopaius. I'ho K'V. I'erry w.is subjected to
a rigid crosa-ex imination concerning bis Urst counec-
l.oii with the church and tu* ministrations therein, ilu
sum lie had Known ihu brothers and sisters ol the
mou Church lor filleeD years; ho was llrst ca.led

there, however, iu May, 1877, and preached one ser¬
mon; when he first knew the I'uion Church people be
was connected with tne Twenty-eighth .-truei Church.
